Drs. Hand and Hewitt, of the state board of 
health, have returned from Chicago where they 
hare been prosecuting ap investigation of sev­ 
eral m atters which are of vitpl interest and im- 
portance to the people of the Northwest. 
Prom inent among them were cholera aud Bio 
cattle disease, which have been agitating the 
country and the world of late. 
A reporter 
catted on Dr, Hand and obtained from him a 
statem ent of the rCn^He of (foe trip which were 
substantially as follows: 
The prifffatry object 
of our visit to Chicago was to look up the m at­ 
ter of cholera and make some provisions for 
an emergency. 
So far as we can learn, the 
general feeling and e x e c u tio n is that the dis 
ease will not reach fbi** country this season in 
time to do any serious dam age; t-fl* tin* the 
probabilities are that we will catch it another 
season. 
The danger this soason is considered 
so far past that the conference I expected to 
attend at Washington was postponed sine die,

Bow They are Taught to Bead the Move* 
meat* of the U ps. 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 
In a somewhat obscure corner of 
Southeastern Connecticut, near tile vil­ 
lage of Mystic Biver, is a school house 
where the deaf and dumb are taught to 
speak like hearing people and under­ 
stand spoken words through the sense 
of sight. 
A very touching incident is 
told b y the principal, Mr. Whipple, 
about a former pupil, a young woman 
who had graduated deaf and dumb from 
Dr. Peet's sign school in New York. 
She came to Professor Whipple to learn 
articulation and lip reading. 
Through 
the aid of an ingenus alphabet (in 
vented 
by 
the 
late 
Zerah 
C. 
WThipple), 
which 
pictures 
the organs of speech in the position 
they assume 
in 
producing addible 
•otiflds, this pupil was soon able to speak 
•o as to be easily understood. 
One 
morning she brought lier slate to Mr. 
Whipple with something written in this 
alphabet. 
On reading he found it to be 
the Lord’s prayer. 
Perceiving her agita­ 
tion, lie canid scarcely restriinhis emo­ 
tion as he corrected the few unimpor­ 
tant errors and delicately returned it 
to hor. 
The next morning she came 
exultingly to him exclaiming, vocally, 
“I prayed last night with my voice.” 
Her teacher then asked her if she had 
never prayed before. 
“Oh, yes,” said 
she, “I have thought my prayers, but 
never spoke them before,” and then she 
said, audibly, “My lips shall praise Thee, 
O God.” “ Attend to the voice of my 
supplication, O Lord.” The enthusiasm 
manifested by this young woman in her 
new-found power of speaking was shar­ 
ed in by ber family and friends, who 
greatly rejoiced with her. 
We quote 
from a letter she wrote Professor Whip­ 
ple after she had returned home: I shall 
never give up my sjieech for anything 
in the world. 
It is a great enjoyment 
to me, I assure you. 
My friends con­ 
sider it a perfect wonder, and don’t find 
it at all hard to understand me. 
Many 
smart and intelligent people think I 
frave been restored to hearing. 
Ls that 
not funny 
Another interesting case 
is that of a nephew of the late Governor 
Packer, who is receiving instruction of 
Mr. Whipple through the 
summer 
vacation. 
This 
gentleman lost bi? 
hearing 
about 
nine 
years 
age 
—a 
few 
weeks 
before 
he 
was to graduate from college. 
He has 
received instruction in the art of lip- 
reailing only about ten weeks, and his 
progress for so short a time has been 
remarkable. 
He reads tile lips of his 
friends with but little difficulty, while 
he converses with his instructors so 
well that a stranger looking on would 
hardly suspect that he was deaf. A few 
evenings ago he tried an experiment of 
reading shadows. 
A friend conversed 
with him for some time, he standing 
behind her in such a position that he 
could not see her face, depending 
wholly upon reading the shallow of her 
lips upon the wall in understanding 
what she said. 
■ 
But the most wonderful ease of deaf-' 
mute speaking in this country, and per­ 
haps in the world, is s man about (JO 
years old, an uncle of Mr. Whipple, 
who lives about six miles from New 
London. 
The following account ap­ 
peared in a paper published near his 
nome: 
“ This deaf man possesses quick per­ 
ceptions, with a fine intellect. 
He 
meets and converses with strangers, 
and they never mistrust that he is deaf. 
The only serious difficulty that he en­ 
counters is a mustache, which hides the 
mouth. 
Evenings he has some trouble, 
especially when the face is shaded so 
that he cannot plainly see tho move­ 
ment of the lips. 
It is then he spends 
much of his time reading, often orally, 
to his invited friends. 
At a mass grove 
peace meeting, held at Mystic River 
nearly two years ago, he was intro­ 
duced from the platform, and spoke to 
an astonished audience of over 5,000 
people, who listened in 
breathless 
silence to the words of one who was 
born deaf and dumb, 
Mr. 
Whipple 
tells some amusing anecdote# about him­ 
self. 
He once met a stranger near his 
home who asked him if there was a 
deaf mute in that neighborhood who 
had been taught to speak, and he re­ 
plied : ‘I am the man of whom you 
speak, and you can judge for yourself.’ 
He was once conversing with a lady 
that did not know he was deaf. 
Her 
face being hid by her bonnet, he hat! to 
get very near in order to see her mouth. 
She, mistaking his motive for rudeness, 
hurriedly left him standing alone. They 
afterward 
became 
well 
acquainted 
and 
had 
many 
a 
laugh 
over 
the 
incident 
of 
the 
long 
sun-bonnet. 
Mr. Whipple married a 
very estimable hearing lady, and she 
talks with him apparently with as much 
ease as she would were his hearing per­ 
fect.”

Lars Olsen Smith, the brandy king of 
Sweden, who is at present at London, 
is one of the most remarkable men of 
his age, perhaps the most remarkable 
Scandinavian of his time.

his eldest daughter is about to be mar­ 
ried to the son of the president of the 
swedish House of Lords thereby allay­ 
ing him to one of the first families in 
I Sweden, few men carry out the extreme 
democratic principle with such unspar­ 
ing thoroughness as Lars Olsen Smith. 
To hear him talk, either in explaining 
his plans of the future or ic describing 
| what lie has already accomplished, re­ 
calls reminiscences of the heroes of Dia- 


j raeli’s novels. 
Mr Smith is a man who has been the 
largest manufacturer of spirits in Swed­ 
en, and is now the most energetic apos­ 
tle of temperance in northern Europe; 
J an idealist capable of dreaming of the 
regeneration of society, and yet a hard 
I headed man of business; a prosaic look- 
1 ing, sturdy, plebeian, too independent 
I to allow- anyone to assist him on with 
his overcoat, Mr. Smith is, nevertheless 
at this moment practically dictating to 
the parliament of hi* native country an 
I entire reversal of its legislation as to 
the sale of ©trong drink, and is engaged 
in a gigantic experiment which, if suc­ 
cessful, will render Sweden, the para­ 
dise of tile social r*'former. 
This man, 
who once w as the terror of the brandy 
makers of Sweden, who rigged the mar- 
; ket, .controlled prices and conducted his 
financial operations with tile nerve of a 
Vanderbilt and the daring of a Gould, 
is now carrying on a campaign against 
the social evils of his time with the 
same energy, directness 
of purpose, 
and keen sagacity that distinguished 
him in the days when he was building 
| up the gigantic fortune which he is now 
dedicating to the amelioration of the 
condition of his countrymen. A Swede 
j of the Swedes, a typical, Northman, he 
j is a cosmopolitan of the latest modern 
type* 
He speaks seven languages, and 
; is at home in almost every country in 
Europe. 
His daughters are at present 
in Paris; one son has just taken his de­ 
gree at the Poly tech uicum at Zurich, 
; aud is now studying the social question 
in the United States: the other, who is 
with Mr, Smith in England at present, 
is a student of “Stattsrwissenchaft,” at 
the university of Tubigen. At this mo­ 
ment 
Mr. Smith has 
agents scat­ 
tered over the continent, studying in 
e-vvrv land the latest experiment for 
ameliorating the condition of the people 
and gathering wherever they can be 
found hints and suggestions for the so­ 
lution of the great social problem. Mr. 
Smith himself is indefatigable. 
To-day he will have an interview with 
Mr. Chamberlain; to-morrow he will 
proceed to Manchester to investigate 
in that city, in Liverpool and in Roch­ 
dale what has been done in Lancashire 
to improve the condition of the working 
population. 
Nor has Mr. Smith, with 
all his researches, accumulated so many 
facts as to be bewildered m the midst of 
his stores of knowledge. He has not put 
so many books on the top of his head 
as to crush out his brains. 
On the con­ 
trary, we have never met any Utopist 
who entertained a clearer idea as to how 
the world might lift regenerated,or how 
society might be revolutionized, than 
this hard-headed millionaire philan- 
thr pi st. who has work'd out his theories 
in practice and is able to sulistantiate 
his wildest assertions by an array of 
facts and figures such asia usually con­ 
fined to the pages of a Blue Book. 
He 
is no longer a "Brandy King.” 
He has 
abdicated, and is udw waging war to the 
death against tile consumption of al­ 
cohol. 


A Notable Cemetery. 
In ancient days a saint’s remains, if 
they could be obtained, were buried 
near the altar of the church dedicated to 
him. 
The relics of the holy man made 
the place sacred, and so appealed to tho 
imagination that men desired to be 
buried near the saint. 
As the space was limited, the burials 
in the church were restricted to the 
bollies of men eminent for their piety 
or high in rank. 
But those who could 
not be buried close to the sacred re­ 
mains were anxious that their bodies 
should repose as near to them a# 
possible. To gratify tins pious w ish the 
churchyard was consecrated as a burial- 
place. 
When churchyards in cities and towns 
became unhealthy, cemeteries were es­ 
tablished in the open country, where 
the dead might be buried out of sight, 
but amid trees anil flowers, natural 
sc en ery and works of monumental art. 
De Amicis, in his “Spain,” describee 
the notable cemetery of Barcelona. Ho 
says: 
A silent city traversed bv long, de­ 
serted streets, flanked by straight walls 
of equal height, shut in at the end by 
other w alls. 
The dead are placed in the walls 
lengthwise, arranged in different rows, 
like the books in a library. 
For every 
casket there is a corresponding species 
of niche in the wall, in which is writ­ 
ten the name of the person buried. 
Where no one is buried, tie* niche bears 
the written word Propried ad, which sig­ 
nifies that the place has been purchased. 
The majority of the niches are en­ 
closed by glass, others bv gratings, 
some by a fine wire netting, and con­ 
tain a variety of objects, placed therein 
honor of the dead by their respective 
families, such as photographs, little al­ 
tars, pictures, embroideries, artificial 
flowers, and, not unfrequently, trifles 
that were dear to them in life: ribbons, 
necklaces, children’s playthings, books. 
pins and small pictures. 
The family of the dead are obliged 
to pay a certain sum yearly for the niche. 
When they cease to pay, tile casket is 
removed and carried to the common 
ditch of the cemetery for the poor. 
In an empty niche I saw a beautiful 
lock of blonde hair, which had be­ 
longed to a young girl of fifteen who 
had heed drowned. 
To it was attached 
to a card on which was written, Quer- 
lda! (Dear One. ) 
This portion of the cemetery belongs 
to the middle class of the people, and 
holds, within, two vast divisions. 
One 
destined for the poor, is bare, and 
plante<l with great black crosses. 
The other, set apart for the rich, and 
larger than the first, is cultivated like 
a garden, surrounded bv chapels, rich, 
varied and superb. 
In the midst of a forest of willows 
and cypresses, on every side columns, 
shaft*, enormous tombs, and marble 
chapels 
overloaded 
with sculpture, 
pyramids, groups of statues and monu­ 
ments, large as houses, w hich overtop 
the highest trees. 
Between the monuments are bushes, 
gratings and flower-beds, and at the 
entrance, between this and the other 
cemetery, there is a superb marble 
church surrounded by columns, half­ 
hidden by the trees. 
On leaving this garden one crosses 
once more the deserted streets of the 
necropolis, which seems more silent 
and sad than at one’s first entrance.

On reading he found it to be 
the Lord’s prayer. 
Perceiving her agita­ 
tion, he could scarcely restrain his emo­ 
tion as he corrected the few unimpor­ 
tant errors and delicately returned it 
to her. 
Tlie next morning she came 
exultingly to him exclaiming, vocally, 
“I prayed last night with my voice.” 
Her teacher then asked her if she had 
never prayed before. 
“Oh, yes,” sai*l 
she, “I have thought my prayers, but 
never spoke them before,” and then she 
said, audibly, “My lips shall praise Thee, 
O God.” “Attend to the voice of my 
supplication, O Lord.” The enthusiasm 
manifested by this young woman in her 
new-found power of speaking was shar­ 
ed in by her family and friends, who 
greatly rejoiced with her. 
We quote 
from a letter she wrote Professor Whip­ 
ple after she had returned home: I shall 
never giwe up my speech for anything 
in the world. 
It is a great enjoyment 
to me, I assure you. 
My friends con­ 
sider it a perfect wonder, and don’t tind 
it at all har«l to understand me. 
Many 
smart and intelligent people thiuk I 
hare been restored to hearing. 
Ls that 
not funrrv ?” 
Another interesting case 
is that of a nephew of the late Governor 
Packer, who is reeeiviug instruction of 
Mr. Wliipple through the 
summer 
vacation. 
This 
gentleman lost bi? 
hearing 
about 
nine 
years 
age 
—a 
few 
weeks 
before 
he 
was to graduate from college. 
He has 
received instruction in the art of lip- 
reading only about ten weeks, and his 
fir ogress for so short a time has been 
remarkable. 
He reads tlie lips of his 
friends with but little difficulty, while 
he converses with his instructors so 
well that a stranger looking on would 
hardly suspect that he was deaf. A few 
evenings ago he tried an experiment of 
reading shadows. 
A friend conversed 
■with him for some time, he standing 
behind her in such a position that he 
could not see her face, depending 
wholly upon reading the shadow of her 
lips upon the wall in understanding 
what she said. 
But the most wonderful case of deaf-1 
mute speaking in this country, and per­ 
haps in the world, is s man about b0 
years old, an uncle of Mr. Whipple, 
who lives about six miles from New 
London. 
The following account ap- 
E 
eared in a paper published near his 
cmae: 
“ This deaf man possesses quick per­ 
ceptions, with a fine intellect. 
He 
meets and converses with strangers, 
and they never mistrust that he is deaf. 
The only serious difficulty that he en­ 
counters is a mustache, which hides the 
mouth. 
Evenings he has some trouble, 
j especially when the face is shaded so 
that he cannot plainly see tho move­ 
ment of the lips. 
It is then he spends 
much of his time rea«ling, often orally, 
to hi3 invited friends. 
At a mass grove 
peace meeting, held at Mystic River 
nearly twro years ago, he was intro­ 
duced from the platform, and spoke to 
an astonished audience of over 5,000 
people, who Listened in 
breathless 
silence to the words of one who was 
born deaf and dumb. 
Mr. 
Whipple 
tells some amusing anecdotes about him­ 
self. 
He once met a stranger near his 
home who asked him if there was a 
■ deaf mute in that neighborhood who 
j had been taught to speak, anil he re­ 
plied : *1 am the man of whom you 
speak, and you can judge for yourself.’ 
He was once conversing with a lady 
that did not know he was deaf. 
Her 
face being hid by her bonnet, he had to 
get very near in order to see her mouth. 
She, mistaking his motive for rudeness, 
hurriedly left him standing alone. They 
afterward 
became 
well 
acquainted 
and 
had 
many 
a 
laugh 
over 
[ the 
incident 
of 
the 
long 
sun-bonnet. 
Mr. Whipple married a 
very estimable hearing lady, and she 
talks with him apparently with as much 
ease as she would were his hearing per­ 
fect.” 
This deaf man was taught to speak 
by his father, the late Jonathan Whip- j 
pie, who was the first in this country to i 
make the discovery and demonstrate 
the fact to the people that deaf mutes 
may be sucessfully taught to talk and,

Lars Olsen Smith, the brandy king ot 
Sweden, who is at present at London, 
is one of the most remarkable men of 
his age, perhaps the most remarkable 
Scandinavian of his time. 
Although 
his eldest daughter is about to be mar­ 
ried to the son of the president of the 
swedish House of Lords thereby allay­ 
ing him to one of the first families in 
j Sweden, few men carry out the extreme 
democratic principle with such unspar­ 
ing thoroughness as Lars Olsen Smith. 
To hear him talk, either in explaining 
j his plans of the future or iu describing 
I what he has alrea«ly accomplished, re- 
! calls reminiscences of the heroes of Dia- 
| raeli's novels. 
Mr Smith is a man who has been the 
largest manufacturer of spirits in Swed­ 
en, and is now the most energetic apos­ 
tle of temperance in northern Europe; 
an idealist capable of dreaming of the 
regeneration of society, and yet a hard 
i headed man of business; a prosaic look- 
! ing, sturdy, plebeian, too independent 
to allow anyone to assist him on wúth 
his overcoat, Mr. Smith is, nevertheless 
at this moment practically dictating to 
the parliament of his nativ e country an 
entire reversal of its legislation as to 
the sale of strong drink, and i-s engaged 
in a gigantic experiment which, if suc­ 
cessful, will render Sweden, the para- 
‘ dise of the social reformer. 
This man, 
who once was the terror of the brandy 
j makers <»f Sweden, who rigged the mar- 
, ket,,controlled prices aud conducted his 
financial operations with the nerve of a 
Vanderbilt and the daring of a Gould, 
is now carrying on a campaign against 
the social evils of his time with the 
same energy, directness 
of purpose, 


j and k**en sagacity that distinguished 
him in the days when lie was building 
up the gigantic fortune which he is now 
I dedicating to the amelioration of the 
condition of his countrymen. A Swede 


j of the Swedes, a typical, Northman, Le 


j Ls a cosmopolitan of the latest modern 
type. 
He speaks seven languages, and 
¡ is at home in almost every country in 
Europe. 
His daughters are at present 
I in Paris; one sou has jnst taken his de- 
| gree at the Polytechnieum at Zurich, 
; aud is now studying the social question 
in the United States; the other, who is 
with Mr. Smith in England at present, 
is a student of “Stattswissenchaft,” at 
the university of Tubigen. At this mo­ 
ment 
Mr. Smith has 
agents scat­ 
tered over the continent, studying in 
every land the latest experiment for 
ameliorating the condition of the people 
and gathering wherever they can be 
found hints and suggestions for the so­ 
lution of the great social problem. Mr. 
Smith himself is indefatigable. 
To-day he will have an interview writh 
Mr. Chamberlain; to-morrow lie wall 
proceed to Manchester to investigate 
in that city, in Liverpool and in Roch­ 
dale what has been done in Lancashire 
to improve the condition of the working 
population. 
Nor has Mr. Smith, with 
all his researches, accumulated so many 
facts as to be bewildered in the midst of 
Lis stores of knowledge. He has not put 
so many books 0:1 the top of his head 
as to crush out his bntius. 
On the con­ 
trary, we have never met any Utopist 
who entertained a clearer idea as to how 
the world might be regenerated, or how 
society might be revolutionized, than 
this hard-headed millionaire philan­ 
thropist. who has work d out Iris theories 
in practice and is able to sulistantiate 
his wildest assertions by au array of 
facts and figures such as is usually con­ 
fined to the pages of a Bine Book. 
He 
is no longer a ‘Brandy King.” 
He has 
abdicated, and is ndvv waging war to the 
death against the consumption of al­ 
cohol. 


A N otable Cemetery. 
In ancient days a saint's remains, if 
they could be obtained, were buried 
near the altar of the church dedicated to 
him. 
The relics of the holy man made 
the place sacred, and so appealed to tho 
imagination that men desired to be 
buried near the saint. 
As the space was limited, the burials 
in the church were restricted to the 
bodies of men eminent for their piety 
or high in rank. 
But those who could 
not be buried close to the sacred re­ 
mains were anxious that their bodies 
should repose as near 
to them as 
possible. To gratify this pious wish the 
churchyard was consecrated as a burial- 
place. 
When churchyards in cities and towns 
became unhealthy, cemeteries were es­ 
tablished in the open country, where 
the dead might lie buried out of sight, 
out amid trees and flowers, natural 
scenery and works of monumental art. 
Dc Amicis, in his “Spain,” describes 
the notable cemetery of Barcelona. Ho 
says: 
A silent city traversed bv long, de­ 
serted streets, flanked by straight walls 
of equal height, shut in at tlie end by 
other walls. 
The dead are placed in the walls 
lengthwise, arranged in different row s, 
like the books in a library. 
For every 
casket there is a corresponding species 
of niche in the wall, iu which is writ­ 
ten tlie name of the person buried. 
Where no one is buried, tie* niche bears 
the written word Propriedad, which sig­ 
nifies that the place has been purchased. 
The majority of the niches are en­ 
closed by glass, others by gratings, 
some by a line wire netting, and con­ 
tain a virietv of objects, placed therein 
honor of tlie dead by their respective 
families, such as photographs, little al­ 
ta rs, pictures, embroideries, artificial 
flowers, and, not unfreqnently, trifles 
that were dear to them in life: ribbons, 
necklaces, children’s playthings, books, 
pins and small pictures. 
The family of the dead are obliged 
to pay a certain sum yearly for the niche. 
When they cease to pay, the casket is 
removed and carried to the common 
ditch of the cemetery for the poor. 
In an empty niche X saw a lieautiful 
lock of blonde hair, which had be­ 
longed to a young girl of fifteen who 
had beed drowned. 
To it was attached 
to a card on which was written, Quer­ 
ida! (Dear One.) 
This portion of the cemetery belongs 
to the middle class of the people, and 
holds, within, two vast divisions. 
One 
destined for the poor, is bare, and 
planted with groat black crosses. 
The other, set apart for the rich, and 
larger than the first, is cultivated like 
a garden, surrounded by chapels, rich, 
varied and superb. 
In the midst of a forest of willows 
and cypresses, on every side columns, 
shafts, enormous tombs, and marble 
chapels 
overloaded 
with sculpture, 
pyramids, groups of statues and monu­ 
ments, large as houses, which overtop 
the highest trees. 
Between the monuments are bushes, 
gratings ami flower-beds, and at the 
entrance, between this and the other 
cemetery7, there is a superb marble 
church surrounded by columns, half­ 
hidden by the trees. 
On leaving this garden one crosses 
once more tlie deserted streets of th« 
necropolis, which seems more silent 
and sad than at one’s first entrance.

How Ostriches Brerd. 
After pairing, the ostrich begins to 
make his nest. 
It is the male alone 
that performs this duty. To do this it 
squats upon the ground, and, balancing 
itself upon its sternum, it scratches up 
the earth with its legs and throws the 
sand behind it. 
When it has dug oui 
enough on one side to suit it, it turns I 
around and begins to dig on another j 
side, and continues this operation until 
it has made a hole large enough for it 
to sit in comfortably: This nest is el­ 
liptical in shape, and is about 0.25 me­ 
ters deep, I meter wide and 11 meters 
long. 
A few days after the nest is fin­ 
ished the female begins to lay one egg I 
on every alternate day for eighteen or 
twenty days. She then rests for a while, j 
which time varies from four to ten days, j 
and then begins to lay more. 
A pair 
of ortriches yield forty eggs. 
This is 1 
only the minimum number, which is a1- j 
ways reached. 
It is not unusual for a 
well fed, well-kept pair to yield fifty 
and even sixty eggs. 
The eggs aro 
placed so as to leave no space i atween 
them. 
They are sat upon at first for 
several hours each day, and finally a1- I 
together. 
The male and the female 
brood alternately. 
At night the male J 
is always on the nest, as it possesses 
greater warmth than the female. When 
the birds relieve each other on the nest 1 
the new-comer turns over each egg, in 
order that the portion which has lain 
against the nest 
shall 
receive the 
warmth of the brooder. These birds 
perform their duties witll the greatest 
skill, without any noise or breakage of j 
the eggs. 
They squat down and with 
their head and neck rake up and over- j 
turn every one of the eggs, one after tho 
other, without neglecting a single one. ; 
The incubation lasts forty-five day on 
an average, sometimes fifty days but 
never continues beyond that. 
When 
the chicklings hatch out they can ba j 
heard trying to break the shell of the 
egg. 
Sometimes they succeed in doin^ j 
so, but usually the father breaks the 
egg under his breast bone, and seizing : 
with his bill the inside skin tears it and j 
frees the chickling.

! tent soon revives it, and in a few hours | 
n that the follow ing named 
afterward it begins to run about tho 
of in? intention to wake 
nest, exercising its long legs, tottling 
over at each step, and recommencing I 
again its stumbling journey.

Afber pairing, the «itnch bvginfl to 


make his nest. It is the male alone j 
that performs this duty. To do this it 
aquata upon the ground, and, balancing 
itself upon its sternum, it scratches np 
the earth with its legs and throws the 
sand behind it. When it has dug out 
enough on one side to suit it, it turns j 
around and begins to dig on another 
side, and continues this operation until 
it has made a hole large enough for it 
to sit in comfortably: This nest is el­ 
liptical in shaj>e, and is about 0.25 me­ 
ters deep, 1 meter w ide and II meters 
long. A few days after the nest is fin­ 
ished the female begins to lay one egg 
on every alternate clay for eighteen or 
twenty days. She then rests for a w hile, J 
w hich time varies from four to ten days, j 
and then begins to lay more. A pair 
of ortriches yield forty eggs. This is 1 
only the minimum number, w hich is al- { 
wavs reached. It is not unusual for a 
well-fed, well-kept pair to yield fifty 
and even sixty eggs. The eggs aro 
placed so as to leave no space between 
them. They are sat upon at first for 
several hours each day, and finally al- ¡ 
together. The male and the female 
brood alternately. At night the male ■ 
is alw ays on the nest, as it possesses 
greater warmth than the female. When 
the birds relieve each other on the nest 
the new -comer turns over each egg, in 
order that the portion w hich lias lain 
against the nest 
shall 
receive the 


warmth of the brooder. These birds 
perform their duties with the greatest 
skill, w ithout any noise or breakage of . 
the eggs. 
They squat down and w ith 


their head and neck rake up and over- j 
turn every one of the eggs, one after the ; 
other, without neglecting a single one. ; 
The incubation lasts forty-five day on 
an average, sometimes fifty days but 
never continues bevond that. 
When 


the chicklings hatcli out they can bo ; 
heard trying to break the shell of th© 
egg. Sometimes they succeed iu doing , 
so, but usually the father breaks the 
egg under his breast bone, and seizing 
with his bill the inside skin tears it and j 
frees the chickling. 
Upon first reach­ 
ing the uir the chickling remains limp j 
and weak. But the warmth of the pa- i 
*cnt soon revives it, and in a few hours ! 
afterward it begins to run about the 
nest, exercising its long legs, tottling ¡ 
over at each step, and recommencing 
again its stumbling journey. Four days j 
after their hatching their chicklings be- j 
gin to eat. They run after insects and j 
swollow small pebbles. 
The father and j 


mother do not help their littlo ones 1 
find food.

R. French, aged 46 years and 6 m onths. 
F ar some days it was known that Mr. 
French was q uite sick hut until the day 
before his death no serious doubts ss to 
his recovery were entertained. 
Ile had 
not felt well for several days, hut did 
not take to his bed until last week W ed­ 
nesday when Dr. J . C. Rosser was called 
who did all th at was possible tor hum an 
aid to do. 
The disease was lum bago and 
other com plications set in, which, w ith 
congestion, finally resulted in his death. 
A t no tim e during his illness did lie think 
that he was in danger and even when Dr. 
Hawley was called in for prayer he did 
not seem to realize the situation. 
The 
m orning previous to his death he sat up 
on the edge of the bed and conversed 
with his wife and 
family, but w a s so 
weak th at it was evident th at life could 
hardly linger more than 24 boars at the 
least, and at fifteen m inutes past 12 
o ’clock noon an W ednesday be breathed 
his last, passing away very quietly and 
w ithout pain. 
Mr. French’* father and m other was 
the first w hite couple m arried in the te r­ 
ritory of M innesota, the ceremony being 
perform ed at Fort Snelling, November 
29th, 1636. 
His 
parents returned to 
Zanesville, Obi**, w here he was born in 
January 1838. 
Mr. F rench’s early life 
was spent in BL P aul, w here ho enlisted 
in the arm y March 19th 1862, in com pany 
G, of the 5tl» M innesota, and was m arrud 
to Emma E. Beckett at Bt. Paul, July 
14th 1864, w hile home on a furlough.

greatly missed. 
Mr, French irave* fire children and a 
wife to m ourn his death. 
His father 
is still living and resides in W ashington 
as does his brother; 
he has another 
brother in Baltim ore, aud a sister in 
Brooklyn, New Y ork, and also* num ber 
af relatives living at Farm ington, this 
•tate. 
Mr. French made am ple provision 
for his family by having a life insurance 
of several thousand dollar* which, to ­ 
gether w ith the property in this city Will 
leave them in moderate circum stances.

Die d —At his residence in| this city, 
on Norwood street, August 20, 1884, Ed. 
R. French, aged 46 years and 6 months.

greatly missed.

Gov. Ramsey’s Retrospect of tit* Work 
Don* By the Vtah Commission—Th* 
Mormon Majorities. 
Gov. Ramsey, who has just returned from 
Utah, in an interview yesterday related the 
progress made by tho Utah commission. Hie 
prominent connection with the commission 
gives peculiar value to Gov. Ramsey’s views 
In response to an inquiry, he said: 
The commission is still in Utah, and I shall 
return within a mouth to my duties in connec­ 
tion with it As to our work, there is noth­ 
ing particularly new, nor do we care to say 
much of what is being done. 
We stand in 
tho relation of quawi-jndges to those people, 
put there to enforce the Edmunds law. 
I Ast March the election of county officers 
took place. 
Judges, clerks, sheriffs,etc., were 
chosen aud elected by the Mormons, but no 
polygamists received certificates of election, 
nor do I think they would presume to elect 
one; neither can those polygamists vote. In 
November next the election of a territorial del­ 
egate will take place. ” 
After referring to the purport of the Edmunds 
bill, Gov. Ramsey continued: 
“When the laws become so effective as to ex­ 
clude all polygamists from tho polls there will 
be enough Mormons left to elect their chosen 
candidates. We do not expect to accomplish 
much now, under our present law. Tho groat, 
effective bill, of which great hopes are enter­ 
tained, is the one now pending in congress. It 
passed the senate last winter, and awaits the 
action of tho honse at the next session. The 
Edmunds bill is fully executed in all its parts. 
That is undisputed The new bill, of which 
we expect so much, is composed of twenty- 
four or twenty five sections. Tho chief of 
thews are those' that exclude women from the 
polls—they now vote; makes a public record 
of every marriage, takes the management of 
church property from church authorities and 
puts it in the hands of a board of trustees, 
appointed by the president and appoints super­ 
intendents of schools. 
As to the success of our present work it is 
hard to say. Sometimes we feel very much 
encouraged, and again, our efforts seem una­ 
vailing. The more active the govorcmcnt is 
in its opposition to the vices of Mormonism, 
the more the heads of th* church press upon 
the people.” 
In closing, Gov. Ramsey said that he ex­ 
pected papers to-day from Utah giving full 
information of the status of affairs at present 
In connection with the above, Gov. Ramsey 
gave from th* last report of the commission 
valuable information from a statistical point 
of view. In l>w! the Utah legislature was en­ 
tirely composed of polygamists, with the ex­ 
ception of two or three’ hut since the commis­ 
sion entered on its duties, 1,851 officers have 
been elected, not one of whom ia a polygamist 
In this number 390 municipal officers’ are in­ 
cluded 
By reason of polygamy fully 12,©OO 
voters have been disfranchised. 
Of schools, 
Hi ere are seventy nine denominational ones, 
with an average daily attendance of nearly 6,- 
000 pupils. The population of the territory is 
tjwtimated at 100,000. four-fifths of whom are 
Mormons, mm-t of them accepting pologaray as 
a divine revelation, though only a small per 
cent have entered into that relationship.

Probably no occupation Is subject to 
greater perils, no life more filled with 
incidents liable in a moment’s time to 
develop into dangerous and thrilling ex­ 
periences—than that of a locomotive en­ 
gineer; and no death is so sudden, or, 
it may lie, even, so protracted and hor­ 
rible in suffering, as that which often 
falls to the lot of these heroes of the 
throttle and the lever. 
The incident which I am about to re­ 
late, w ill serve to illustrate some of the 
dangers to w hich I have reffered. 
It was a sultry day, and tired of my 
long ride westward, and the heat and 
confinement of the cars, I took oppor­ 
tunity, while the train waited for con­ 
nections, to walk along the platform to 
refresh myself. 
As I was strolling by 
the engine, an unusually fine one, I 
stopped to admire it. and presently be­ 
gan a conversation with the engineer, 
who seemed good-humored and friendly, 
and whom I perceived to be a very in­ 
telligent man.

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Destructive Fire at Anoka, Minn. 
Nearly all the bas mess portion of Anoka, 
Minn., was destroyed by fire on Saturday 
morning. The flames started about two o'clock 
in a privy adjoining Van De Welde St Pago’s 
roller skating rink, and when first seen were 
spreading up tip- hill toward the high school. 
Tip- efforts of firemen and volunteer* to nar­ 
row the cotirs ■ of the conflagration wtre un­ 
availing. Every piece of wood, every l>ox aud 
plank, fences, blind* and comices were as dry 
uh a hone, and instantly caught fire as the 
flaming current approached. 
The fire showed no signs of stopping as long 
as there was anything for it to feed on, mid it 
cut a clean swath to the river, taking in its 
course Hie magnificent Wash! rara flooring mills 
as wi ll as the opera house, block, First Nation­ 
al bank building, and four score buildings, 
some of them lurer buildings than are usually 
to be seen in such a small city as this. There 
was no “ partial damage” except to one building 
—tho schoolhouse. 
All thereat are total loss. 
.As Anoka now looks there is a wide level gap 
from the bridge north to the court lions*, ex­ 
cept tho standing ruins of tire First National 
Bink, the Opera House block and the tail, 
round chimney of the Lincoln mill 
A rough 
estimate of the figures foot up as follows: 
Buildings burned, Mi; loss on buildings, f84t,- 
650; I os* on contents, S'-'77, .540. Insurance on 
building? #191,850; insurance on contents, # I -4,- 
875; total loss, #629,120; total insurance, #816,- 
225.W. D. Washburn’s loss was roughly estima­ 
ted bv him at #175,000, with #145,000 insur­ 
ance. The principal buildings destroyed, be­ 
sides Mr. Washfrarn’s are Jackson s Hotel, 
Anoka Club House, Anoka Bank, Ii. Taylor's 
Btore, lb an St Guderaiu's store, A. L. Tieknor’* 
stores; BLL. Plummer’s stores; J. A. Foote's 
buildings, skating rink, Postoffice Block. 
Of 
these buildings destroyed, 15 were on Jackson 
street; 133 on Maine' street; and others on 
Monroe street and others, besides those on the 
riverbank. 
Steam engines from St. 
Paul and Min­ 
neapolis were sent by rail to Anoka and 
rendered effective service in staying the flames, 
though the destruction had been accomplished 
previous to their arrival. The Mississippi river, 
crossed by a handsome wagon bridge, is one 
mile west of the city and its tributary, the Hum 
river, runs through and pretty equally divides 
tho corporation through the business portion. 
Where tire destruction Occurred is norm of tire 
Hum. In 1870 Anoka had not more than 1,000 
inhabitant?; now a fair aud low estimate is 
5,000, and with its street cars, electric lights, 
and other metropolitan paraphernalia, the city 
(incorporated in 1878) has an air of activity im­ 
pressive and surprising.

Gov. Ramsey, who has just returned from 
Utah, in an interview yesterday related the 
progress made by tho Utah commission. 
Hie 
prominent connection with the commission 
fives peculiar value to Gov. Ramsey’s views 
n response to an inquiry, he said: 
The commission is still in Utah, and I shall 
return within a month to my duties in connec­ 
tion with it. 
As to our work, there is noth­ 
ing particularly new, nor do we care to say 
much of what is being done. 
We stand in 
tho relation of quasi-judge» to those people, 
put there 
to enforce the Edmunds law. 
Last. March the election of county officers 
took place. 
Judges, clerks, sheriffs, etc., were 
chosen and elected by the Mormons, but no 
polygamists received certificates of election, 
nor do I think they would presume to elect 
one; neither can those polygamists vote. 
In 
November next the election of a territorial del­ 
egate will take place. ” 
After referring to the purport of the Edmunds 
bill, Gov. Ramsey continued: 
“When the laws become so effective as to ex­ 
clude all polygamists from the polls there will 
be enough Mormons left to elect their chosen 
candidates. We do not expect to accomplish 
much now, under our present law. The great, 
effective bill, of which great hopes are enter­ 
tained, is the one now pending in congress. It 
passed the senate last winter, and awaits the 
action of tho house at the next session. The 
Edmunds bill is fully executed in all its part-. 
That is undisputed. The new bill, of which 
we expect so much, is composed of twenty- 
four or twenty five sections. The chief of 
these arc those that exclude women from the 
polls—they now vote; makes & public record 
of every marriage, takes the management of 
church property from church authorities and 
puts it in the hands of a board of trustees, 
appointed by the president and appoints super­ 
intendents of schools. 
As to tho success of our present work it is
